BRASILIA. Brazil (AP) — 
Lawmakers early Friday firiished 
work on a new constitution that 
teplaces tho authoritarian char- 
ier drawn up two decades ago by 
military generals.' ' 

The new constitution failed to 
make major social or economic 
changes, such as land reform and 
curbing the role of tho military, 
imt it legalizes strikes, abolishes 
.Trnsnvshipr'ftWfehglhOrS^nanihs'' 
rlghlH and onvironmontal laws, 


and lowers the voting age. 

"Brazil is a new country. This 
constitution will protect the 
weak and punish those who 
abuse power," the constituent as- 
sembly's speaker Ulysses 
Guimaracs said. 

Tho lawmakers completed the 
document shortly before 2 a.m. 
They had begun work in Febru- 
ary 1987, two years after civilian 
“'rule returned to Brazil after 23 
years under the mililury.
